, Claim 1 is allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art does not 
teach the claim limitations "wherein when the first sheet is to be fed by said first feeding 
means, said second feeding means is stopped in a state in which said cut-away portion 
is opposed to said lower guide member so as to form between said cut-away portion 
and said lower guide member a gap through which the first sheet fed by said first 
feeding means passes" and "wherein in a state in which the first sheet is stacked on 
said first stacking portion, the second sheet stacked on said second stacking portion is 
fed by said second feeding means", in combination with other limitations of claiml.
